The election of Trustes Clayton Mark as 


president of the board of education was - 


voted last night after President Graham 
H. Harris had expressed his disinclination 
to become a candidate for reélection, and 
after Mr. Harris had been put in nomina- 
tion by Mrs. O'Keeffe. 

In declining the nomination Mr. Harris 
placed the name of the head of the finance 
committee before the board as the nominee 
-for president, and the election of Mr. Mark 
was made unanimously. 

The selection of the new president is held 
to be a recognition of valuable service done 
the board as chairman of the finance com- 
mittee and in other capacities during the 
seven years he has served as a trustee. 


Organization Made Complete. 

Trustee George W. Claussenius was named 
for the office of vice president by Trustee 
John F. Wolff, who had declined a nomina- 
tion for the place. Mr. Claussenius was 
elected and the organization of the board was 
made complete by the naming of the follow- 
ing committees by President Mark: 

School management—Graham H. Harris, chair- 
man; Trustees Brenan, Claussenius, Loesch, Cam- 


eron, Sherman, O’ Keeffe, Keating, Dudley, Stolz, 
| Tilden, and Kuflewski. 


Buildings and grounds—Joseph Downey, chair- 
man, reappointed; Trustees Gallagher, Cameron,

„„ F. Wolff, chairman; Trustees

By the appointment of Mr. Harris to the 
head of the committee on school manage- 
ment. Trustee Thomas Brenan is relieved 
of a position which he has occupied for 
fifteen years. The announcement that Trus- 
tee Wolff was to succeed President Mark 
at the head of the finance committee also 
created considerable interest. In naming 
his committees President Mark made an 
innovation in merging the committee on 
parental schools in that of the — 
on school management. 


Lively Discussion Over Suit. 

The action Of the board in apportioning in 
accordance with the report of the finance 
committee the money recently secured from 
the back taxes and which was tied up in 
the hands of the city treasurer by an order 
issued by Judge Tuley yesterday, was taken 
only after a contest. Earlier in the meeting 
the board passed a motion by Trustee Gal- 
lagher to defer action until after the court 
should have passed finally on the injunctional 
suit of the teachers. Toward the close of the 
meeting Mrs. O’ Keeffe recalled the commit- 
tee report and it was adopted, Trustee Gal- 
lagher opposing. 

The opposition of Mr. Gallagher ahd a few 
others was based on the argument that to 
appropriate the money before it was known 
whether the’ court would allow the board to 
use it would be premature action. Trustee 
Kufiewski said it was an undignified action. 
Attorneys McMahon and Force stated, how- 
ever, that the order restraining the treasurer 
from paying out the money did not affect 
the right of the board to provide for its ex- 
penditure in the future, and the reportof the 
finance committee was adopted.

Futher provision for the expenditure of the 
money was made when eighty-five directors 
and eighty-nine teachers for kindergartens 
were named and eighty-nine sites for kinder- 
garten schools were selected. Teachers also 
were elected in the department of household 
arts and manual training, and Architect 
Mundie was empowered to go on with the 
renovating and repairs of the schools. 

The majority report of the school manage- 
ment committee abolishing the position of 
supervisor of modern languages, and assign- 
ing Supervisor Zimmerman ‘to a position in 
the high schools as special teacher of Ger- 
man, and the minority report favoring the 
retention of the position, precipitated a lively 
contest. 

Resolutions from several German organiza- 
tions protesting against abolishing the posi- 
tion were read, and an effort was made to 
divide the majority report when Trustee 
Claussentus moved that the partof the report 
recommending the election of Prof. Zimmer- 
man to a high school position be adopted first. 


High Schools a “Dumping Ground.” 

This brought Trustee Keating to the floor 
with a demand that the board face the entire 
matter at once. He charged that the high 
schools had been made the dumping ground

PUTS HALO ON O'DONNELL. 


YATES ACCEPTS RESIGNATION 
WITH FULSOME PRAISE. 


Tells the Convicted Man He Must Re- 
tire, Not Beeause of Public Clamor, 
Nor Because He Neglected the Work, 
but Solely Beeause the Position 
Must Be Above Suspicion — Hears 
Verdict Was Secured on Perjured 
Testimony. 


Patrick H. O'Donnell was deposed for- 
mally from his sinecure as public adminis- 
trator for Cook county when his resignation 


cepted yesterday promptly. 

In dropping the convicted jury briber into 
the outer darkness where. ex-officeholders 
disappear, the governor stated his reasons 
at length and paid the retreating figure sev- 
eral pretty compliments. It was not, he 
said, because of public clamor nor for fail- 
ure to perform the duties of the office that 
Mr. O'Donnell was deposed, but because 
the public administrator *‘ must at all times 
be absolutely above the breath of suspi- 
cion.”" Then he remarked that a triumphal 
acquittal would please no one more than he. 

Mr. O’Donnell’s resignation and the reply 
thereto were given out at Springfield. The 
former is as follows: 

Chicago, III., July 7, 1902.—May it please 
your Excellency: In compliance with your 
request of July 3 I hereby forward my resig- 
nation as public administrator of Cook 
county. I resigned in effect one week ago 
by requesting that no letters be issued to 
me out of the Probate cou public admin- 
istrator until present litigation is fully de- 
termined. I remain, .respectfully, your 
obedient servant, 

“ PATRICK H. O’DONNELL.”’ 


Hands O’Donnell a Bouquet. 

The letter reached Springfield on Tuesday. 
After twenty-four hours’ deliberation the 
governor posted the following reply: 

Springfield, III., July 9.—My Dear Sir: 
Your letter, dated the 7th instant, contain- 
ing your resignation as public administrator 


tion is hereby accepted. 

The resignation is not accepted because 
I believe that you will ultimately be found 
guilty of crime. On the contrary, I hope 
that you will ultimately be found to be en- 
tirely innocent. Some of your friends claim 
that you have been convicted upon perjured 
testimony. Should this prove true, and 
should you, upon a motion for new trial 
or upon appeal to the courts of last resort, be 
triumphantly acquitted, no one can or will 
be more gratified than I. 

Nor do I accept your resignation because 
I believe you have failed to do your duty. 
You have been a capable officer, to the best 
of my knowledge and belief. I have no doubt 
that your settlements with your successor 
will show that you have been an honest of- 
ficial. But, even if judgment be, for the time 
being, suspended upon that point, it must be 
conceded that, unless you have succeeded in 
deceiving most capable probate judges 


formed your duties satisfactorily for five 
years past. 
No Ear for Public Clamor. 

„Nor do I accept your resignation because 
jt is demanded by public sentiment or clamor, 
upon the part of the people of Cook county. 
You were indorsed for reappeintment one 
gear ago by a large number of the best citi- 
gens of Chicago, without party. or 
business affiliations. It is a sigtiificant fact 
that not one of these men has suggested or 
requested your resignation or removal. 

1 do deem it necessary, however, to ac- 
cept your resignation for another reason. 
The position of public administrator cre- 
ates a judiciary relation, and brings the of- 
ficial into contact with and charge of sacred 
interests. Accordingly, the latter must be 
confided at all times to hands absolutely 
above the breath of suspicion and free from 
reproach in any particular whatever. The 
interests of the numberless widows and or- 
phans, and heirs, and other parties commit- 
ted by the laws and the courts to public ad- 


ance of the appearance of evil by the ap- 
pointing power. With this resolution your 
gesignation is accepted. Respectfully, 
** RICHARD YaTEs.” 
Found Guilty on June 28. 

O’Donnell, with his law partner, James T. 
Brady, Simon, Gallagher, and the others, 
were found guilty of conspiracy to bribe a 
jury on Saturday, June 28. Citizens gener- 
ally looked for O’Donnell’s voluntary resig- 
nation at once or a peremptory demand from 
the governor. Nothing was done, however, 
until O'Donnell requested Judge Cutting of 
the Probate court not to place any more es- 
tates in his hands. Judge Cutting acted on 
the suggestion with a promptness that was 
in marked contrast to the dilatory tactics 
which otherwise marked the case. 

The protests grew till a circular was 
passed about among a number of the judges 
asking the governor to remove O’Donnell. 
Then, when many people had begua to won- 
der if political pull had saved the convicted 
man, the governor on July 8 wrote the pub- 
lic administrator requesting his resignation. 

Four more days of silence on Mr. O’Don- 
nell’s part during which rumors of “a 
mighty pull” were rife and the resignation 
was on its way to Springfield. Twenty-four 
hours more and the governor’s apologetic ac- 
ceptance was given ow.

Attention Is Directed to Irreg- 
ular Methods Being Used 
in Defending Greene 

and Gaynor. 


OFFICIALS AS COUNSEL. 


Attorney Marion Erwin Makes 
Report, Which Is Forwarded 
to British Embassy by 
Secretary Hay. 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]— 
Marion Erwin, special assistant to the 
United States attorney general engaged in 
the extradition cases against Benjamin D. 
Greene and John F. Gaynor, now fugitives 
in Canada, has filed a report taking excep- 
tions to the conduct of the Canadian au- 
thorities. 


is quite a detailed one, will be called to the 
attention of the British authorities by Sec- 
retary of State Hay. 

Gaynor and Greene are wanted in the 
United States to answer charges connected 
with the embezzlements of Capt. Carter at 
Savannah, Ga. 

Mr. Erwin says the fugitives have employed 
counsel closely connected through family 
and professional ties with the Canadian 
officials whose duty it is to pass upon the 
extradition cases. 


Lawyers All of Influence. 

At the time Gaynor and Greene were taken 
from Montreal to Quebec without notice to 
the United States counsel, Mr. Erwin says: 

The attorneys at that time appearing in 
the proceedings for the fugitives, and moving 
to have that done, embraced among others: 
The firm of Fitzpatrick, Parent, Tadhereau, 
Roy & Cannon, of which firm the Hon. 
Charles Fitzpatrick, minister of justice for 
the dominion of Canada, is a member. 

„Ot which firm the Hon. 8. N. Parent, 
prime minister for the province of Quebec, is 
a member. 

“Of which firm Mr. Cannon, son of the 
deputy attorney general for the province of 
Quebec, is a member. 

„Also Mr. Honoré Gervais, law partner of 
the Hon. Mr. Archambault, attorney general 
for the province of Quebec. 

Also Mr. Chauveau, son of the extradi- 
tion commissioner at Quebec.“ 


Cites Extradition Laws. 

The report recites the term of the extradi- 
tion treaty and shows that it provides for 
extradition for offenses punishable by the 
laws of both countries. 

Attention is then called to the fact that 
Mr. Erwin made complaint on oath May 
14, 1902, before the Hon. Ulric La Fon- 
‘taine, one of the extradition commis- 
sioners for the province of Quebec, resi- 
dent at Montreal, who is given juris- 
tion over the whole province of Quebec, 
and then directs attention to the entire reg- 
ularity of the service of the writs, arrests 
of Messrs. Greene and Gaynor and their 
remand for further examination. 

The report tells of the dual proceedings 
instituted first before Justice Andrews and 
later before Justice Caron, by which the 
prisoners were juggled about in a most 
baffling manner for the purposes of elud- 
ing the United States officials. 


Complains of Illegal Acts. 
The report continues: 
the counsel for the prisoners, who in England 
or in the United States would be debarred 
from occupying such dual relationships, 
have in open court challenged the right of 
the United States to be heard at all in these 
proceedings, and its right to employ Cana- 
dian counsel to represent it in the courts. 
As will be seen, Mr. Justice Andrews over- 
ruled the objections, but they have been re- 
newed before Mr. Justice Caron, and it is 
uncertain what position he will take.” 
Attention then is directed to the fact that 


should the Quebec authorities finally decide 


to-let Judge La Fontaine, the extradition 
commissioner, proceed with the case, and 
should he finally commit them to jail for 
| extradition under the Canadian law, the 
prisoners must stay there fifteen days, and 
that during this time they have the right 
to apply for write of habeas corpus, and it 
is furthermore in the power of the minister 
of justice to refuse to surrender the prisoners 
and to discharge them from custody. 


Future Action Anticipated. 

In conclusion the report says: It will 
thus be seen that before we can finally take 
the prisoners out of Canada we will have to 
submit the regularity of our proceedings in 
gome important features to a high official of 
the dominion government, whose firm was 
retained in advance of the extradition pro- 
ceedings to resist extradition, and whose 
powerful political influence has been felt at 
every turn the case has taken. 

“If this state of affairs is to continue, 
without protest on the part of our govern- 
ment, we had just as well understand in ad- 
vance that extradition of criminals from 
Canada under our treaty does not apply to 
cases where the fugitives have committed 
financial crimes of, magnitude.“ 

The acting attorney general, in forward- 
ing the report to the state department, says: 

It has been a matter of great surprise to 
this department that such a state of affairs 
as that reported could exist in any country 
controlled by British sentiment and laws.“

STRIKE CAUSES A MURDER 


FREIGHT HANDLERS QUARREL 
AND ONE IS KILLED. 


John Landers Found witk His Throat 
Cut Lying in Hallway at Entrance 
to Merchants’ Exchange Hotel, 12 
South Water Street — Arrests Are 
Made and Theory Is That Fight 
Arose Over the Contest with the 
Railroads. 


The freight handlers’ strike has led to the 
shedding of blood. John Landers, said to be 
a striking freighthouse employé of the 
Wisconsin Central railroad, was attacked at 
an early hour this morning in the narrow 
hallway leading to the Merchants’ Exchange 


hotel, 12 South Water street. 

His throat was cut from ear to ear, and he 
was taken at once in an ambulance to the 
Samaritan hospital. He died there at 2:10 
a. m. 

P. H. Dieter, proprietor of the hotel, closed 
the saloon which he conducts on the first 
floor of the hotel building an hour after mid- 
night, and started to go up the stairs, just 
to the left, which lead to the hotel office. 
The outer door to the stairway was closed. 
When Mr. Dieter opened it he stumbled over 
the prostrate man. 


Found Partly Unconscious. 


Landers was partly unconscious. The 
lower steps of the stairs on which he lay 
were covered with blood, and the man was 
still bleeding. He was able only to speak 
his name after he reached the hospital. 

Dieter at once identified him as a guest 
of the hotel, and as a freight handler who 
has been involved in the difficulties of the 
week, now in a fair way of settlement. 

The police were summoned at once and 
Lieut. Collins set on foot an Thqtiry: This 
resulted in “the information that Landers 
and Dan Grogen, also a striking freight 
handler, had been in an argument over the 
merits of the strike earlier in the night. 


Suspicion Leads to Arrest. 

Suspicion at once was pointed to Grogan, 
and he was arrested. He was the first man 
Dieter saw when he went up the stairs after 
stumbling over the dying man. 

Half an hour later the police found Patrick 
Deehan, also a freight handler, going out of 
an alley at 21 Michigan avenue. He wore 
no coat, and was acting ina manner to arouse 
suspicion. 


Blood-Stained Coat Found. 

Shortly afterward Deehan’s coat, torn and 
bloodstained, was picked up in the neighbor- 
hood. This was regarded as convincing, 
and Deehan also was arrested. He said he 
had been in bed since 11 o'clock and was 
just out for a glass of beer. The police, 
however, had seem him on the streets at 
midnight. 

Grogan and Deehan were employés in the 
Illinois Central freight house. Grogan had 
lived at the Merchants’ Exchange hotel for 
ten years and Landers for a year and a half. 


‘PARK POLICEMAN SHOOTS 
A SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD BOY. 


John Shaughnessy Fires to Scare Hood- 
lums, He Says, and the Bullet Hits 
Pintos Sahlen. 


Pintos Sahlen, 16 years old, 1637 North 
Sacramento avenue, was shot In Humboldt 
park last evening by John Shaughnessy, a 
park policeman. Shaughnessy asserts that 
the shot was not intended for the boy, who 
was standing on the bridge across the lagoon. 

During the evening, Shaughnessy says, a 
rumber of young men had been accosting 
women in the park. When the policeman in- 
terfered he was pelted with stones. Fearing 
injury from the group, Shaughnessy says, he 
drew his revolver and fired two shots in the 
ground to disperse the crowd. Sahlen, who 
was a hundred feet away, was struck in 
the left thigh by one of the bullets. 

Instead of dispersing the crowd redoubled 
its attack on the policeman and was joined by 
a number of others who had seen the boy 
shot. On the arrival of other park policemen 
the trouble was ended. 

Sahlen was taken to St. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital,where his injuries are said to be not 
serious.

RAILROAD TERMS 
TO END STRIKE 


Freight Handlers Practically 
Accept Raise Offered 
July 1 and Get 
Little Else. 


MEET TODAY TO RATIFY. 


\ 
Signs of Break in Ranks of Men 
and Lack of Aid from 
Other Unions Face 
Leaders. 


After a three days’ strike, which at times 
threatened to develop into one of the most 
serious labor troubles Chicago has known, 
the Interior Freight Handlers and Ware 
housemen's union practically settled its aire 
ficulty with the railroads late last night 
The men get an increase of wages, but litth 
else, and the result is held to be a pronounced 
victory for the companies and corresponding 
defeat for the union. 

The four “ locals ot the freight handierg 
union will meet at 10 o'clock this morning 
for the purpose of acting on the terms of 
the railroads. It is the general opinion that 
ratification is practically certain, although 
President Curran of the union, who was 
present at the final conference last night, lu 


‘still unsatisfied, and declares he will oppos¢ 


the agreement to the bitter end. It is bee 
lieved he can no longer control the men. 

All day long Chairman F. W. Job of the 
state board of arbitration labored to bring 
the contending parties together. He failed 
until the officers of the union began to real- 
ize that they would have to settle quickly, or 
today would see their ranks broken and 4 
great portion of their men back at work, 
Then came stormy meetings and bitter talk, 
but the officers of the union reluctant- 
ly allowed Chairman Job to get the 
best terms he could, which were identical 
with those offered by the railroads on July 
1 and repudiated at that time. 


Twenty Per Cent Increase. 

These terms give the men an increase of 
practically 20 per cent and cut down the 
period of probation for new men from 
ninety to thirty days, but the union is not 
recognized as a general body, though its 
representatives will be allowed to enter the 
various freight houses of the roads. Had 
this scale been accepted when offered it 
would have been regarded as a victory for 
the men, but it is now looked on as a defeat. 

The entire question of the trouble hinged on 
teamsters and their union. All day long the 
freight handlers pleaded with the teamsters’ 
officers and men to call a sympathetic strike. 
They further argued with and begged the 
president and executive committee of the 
Chicago federation of labor to call. out the 
teamsters, or to use their influence to 
end. Everywhere they met theresponse that 
all means of conciliation had not been ex- 
bausted and nothing of thts 
done until they were. | 0 


At noon the first signs of a break among the 
men came. Thecoms«nittees from the various 
freighthouses which had seen their respect- 
ive employers came back tothe headquarters 
eager to settle. All brought reports that 
varied but little and which carried the terms 
that were ultimately accepted. The. man- 
agers of the roads had used all their influence 
with those who saw them, and it had its 
effect. The officers of the federation and 
the teamsters and Chairman Job believed the 
proposition should be accepted, and along 
that line they fought the idea of a sympa- 
thetic strike. 

President L. J. Curran and a majority of 
the members of the executive committee of 
the freight handlers did not agree to this and 
broke up one of the conferences held among 
the labor leaders. They vowed they would 
not give in until forced by the threatened 
desertion of those unions which alone could 
give them means to continue the struggle. 
Then, reluctantly, they accepted the pro- 
posals with the provision that the entire 
matter be submitted to the men this morning, 
when the four locals that form the Chicago 
union hold special meetings. 


Terms of the Settlement. 

The proposals which were drawn up by 
Chairman Job as coming from the railroads, 
and which it is believed the strikers will ac- 
cept without serious question at their meet- 
ings today, are as follows: 

Chicago, July 9, 1902.—-To the. Freight 
Handlers of Chicago: The result of my con- 
ference today with the managers of the 
various railroads regarding the differences 
between yourselves and the various railroads 
is that they will make you the following 
offer: 

“1. The railroads will pay the scale posted 
by them on July 1, 1902, and no more. They 
will carry out the other conditions posted in 
that offer—namely: the omission of work on 
Sunday and holidays. 

“2. They refuse to pay time and a half for 
overtime. 

g. They will agree to the requests made by 
vou in your wage schedule under articles 5 
and 6, referring to advancement and senlor- 
ity of freight handlers. 

“4. They will agree substantially to article 
8 of your wage schedule regarding tén 


| hours’ service constituting a day’s work for 


freight handlers, 

“5. They will not compel any ot their men 
to work on Labor day. 

“6. They will not discriminate against any 
union men. 

J. They will take back all their freight 
handlers now on a strike who apply for their 
positions on or before noon of Thursday, 


July 10. 


„8. They will take up and endeavor to 
adjust all matters relating to the classifica- 
tion of the various crafts employed in hand- 
ling freight. 

“9. No man receiving a higher scale of 
wages shall suffer a reduction because of the 
new scale of July 1. 

“10. Any grievance comthittee from the 
freight handlers can meet the management 
of the railroads at any time. 

“11. There will be a thirty day probation 
period for new men working by the hour for 
the month. 

“12. There will be no discrimination 
against men for their fallure to join any vol- 
untary rellef association.

that priests of other nationalities, especially 
shall be introduced into the Is- 


Declines to Withdraw Friars. 

The answer of the vatican is compiled in 
the order of Judge Taft's note of July 8. First 
comes the note, which says that all the 
studies of the vatican were cénteréd to ren- 
der more clear, more precise, and definite the 
conditions between the holy see and the Phil- 
ippine ‘government. The note’ begs that, if 
something further with this intent can be 
it be freely expressed, adding 
it would be considered with great pleasure. 

The introduction proceeds in this tone 
until it comes to the question of the recall 
of the friars.. It then says the vatican can- 
not accept the proposftion to recall the friars 
within the fixed period. Such recall not being 
justified by reasons of force majeure, it would 
be contrary to the rights guaranteed by. the 
treaty of Paris, and would put the holy see 
in conflict .with Spain. 

It the United States cannot order the 
withdrawal of the frlars, how can the pope 
do #0, especially when it has been proved 
that all the accusations made.against them 
were partly false, partly exaggerated, and 
partly inexact.”

MAN ILA July 0. Gen. Chaffee has or- 


dered Lieut, Edwin A. Hickman of the First 
cavalry to Manila for trial by court martial 
on, the charge of alleged cruelty to natives 


‘of Taybas province. The charges arise 


from the Gardener inquiry. It is claimed 
that Hickman ducked two natives Un a 
stream in order to obtain information. He 
is further charged with having ducked a 
third native, who died from maltreatment. 
The military officials say that proof of the 
latter charge is doubtful. 

The court martial, presided over by Gen. 
Wiliam H. Bisbee, which is trying Capt. 
James A. Ryan of the Fifteenth cavairy on 
the charge of unnecessary severity to na- 
tives, will try Lieut. Hickman. 


Ryan Defense Closes. 
The defense in the Ryan court martial 
closed today. The arguments will be heard

testimony dnd many documents to show that 
a state of insurrection existed at Jiminez, 
Mindanao, and that Capt. Ryan was justi- 
fied in using force to obtain information, 
protect his command, and pursue the enemy.

Will Refund Taxes Paid. 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—The treasury 
D nt today issued the first order under 
the new Philippine civil government act. That 
act provided that all taxes paid upon articles 
subject to internal revenue taxes shipped to 
the, Philippines since Nov. 15, 1901, under 
the decision of the secretary of the treasury 
of that date shall be refunded to the parties 
who have paid the same under regulations to 
be prescribed by the secretary of the treas- 
ury. Those regulations have now been issued. 
They provide that: 
** Claims shall be prepared upon form is- 
sued by the commissioner of internal revenue 
for the refunding of taxes, known as form 46, 
and shall be made under oath. The charac- 
ter of the goods shipped, the date of ship- 
ment, the amount of tax paid thereon, the 
name of the vessel, and the name of the port 
to which shipped, should be stated in the 
body of theclaim. The claims should be sup- 
ported, where possible, by clearance certifi- 
cates and by an affidavit of the consignee, 
showing that the goods were actually re- 
ceived at a port of the Philippine islands. 
Where neither the clearance certificates 
nor the affidavit of the consignee can be 
obtained it will be necessary for the claimant 
to obtain the affidavit of the master of the 
vessel-upon which the goods were shipped, 
showing what disposition was made of the 
goods.”’

Will Bring In. Other Priests. 

The vatican promises that it will try to 
introduce Into the Philippines clergy of 
other nationalities, especially Americans, 
gradually, as they are found ready or are 
adapted to the purpose. 

The note agrees that the friars shall not 
return to.the parishes they left and where 
their presence could provoke trouble. ; 

The pope is willing that the school ques- 
tion in the Philippines be not insisted on 
now, but that his holiness hopes his repre- 
gentative in Manila may have an under- 
standing with Judge Taft on this point, 
which is of capital importance in a country 
almost exclusively Catholic. 


Propositions of the Vatican. 

The contract which the vatican proposes 
shall be signed by both parties comprises 
twelve articles. The first article says the 
Philippine government is to buy the lands of 
the four religious orders concerned, the holy 
see acting as intermediary. 

The second article describes what are the 
agricultural lands to be bought.. 

The third article says that if some of these 
lands are possessed. by corporations the 
friars will sell their share. 


Provides for Arbitration. 

The fourth article establiſhes a tribunal of 
arbiters to be composed of fivemembers, two 
of whom are to be chosen by the vatican, two 
by the Philippine government, and the fifth 
member by the other four. In ease of dis- 
agreement as to the fifth member he shall 
be chosen, In common accord, by the pope and 
President Roosevelt. 

The fifth article provides that the work of 
the arbiters shall begin on Jan. 1, 1903. 

The sixth article refers to title deeds; these 
will be transferred to the Philippine gov- 
ernment. 

Article 7 sets forth that payment is to be 
made in Mexican dollars in the period of time 
proposed by Judge Taft in his note of July 8, 
interest during the period of payment accru- 
ing at 4 per cent. * 

Article, 8 deals with the transfer to the 
church of ancient crown lands with ecclesi- 
astical buildings on them. ; 

The ninth article proposes amicable ac- 
cord in the matter of existing charitable or 
educational trusts which are in dispute. In 
the event of failing to agree in these matters 
recourse is to be had to the same arbiters, 
to whom will also be submitted the case of 
the medical college of San José, at Manila. 

The tenth article provides for arbitration 
as to the indemnity the United States shall 
pay for the ecclesiastical buildings used 
during the war in the Philippines. 

According to the.eleventh article, the ex- 
penses of the tribunal of arbiters is to be 
paid by the Philippine government. 


: Church Aid in Pacification. 

Article 12 declares that the holy see, in the 
sphere of action which is in its co tence, 
shall use all its influence for the pacification 
of the Philippine islands, and in favor of their 
adhesion to the established government, and 
that it shall prevent all political opposition 
on the part of the clergy, both regular and 
secular. 


CORONATION DATE IN. DOUBT. 


King’s Desire to Be Crowned in August 
Likely to Be 
Granted.

LONDON, July 9.—Whitelaw Reid says 
that he has received no intimation that the 
special coronation envoys will be continued 
and that he sees no reason for altering his 
intention of sailing for New York July 26. 

“It is understood that the date of the coro- 
nation has not been definitely settled. Mr. 
Balfour ‘has said that the king desired to be 
crowned as soon as possible and would like 
the coronation to take place about the mid- 
dle of August.. This desire is held in court 
circles. 

The diamond that will be offered for sale 
at the coronation bazaar in aid of the chil- 
dren's hospital will be the chief gem of the 
bazaar. It is the largest in the world, 
weighing 207 carats. It is proposed to sell 
it for $52,500. The queen, the prince and prin- 
cess of Wales, the duke and duchess of 
Connaught, and many relatives of the royal 
family will attend the bazaar, which will be 
the most brilliant ever attempted. The fin- 
est portion. will be the American court, 
through which Mrs..Choate, wife of the 
American ambassador, and Mrs. Whitelaw 
Reid will conduct the queen. 

The collection will be one of the finest ever 
got together. One Paris firm will send ar- 
ticles valued at $1,000,000.

BLAME CUBAN BANKERS 


HAVANA PAPERS ARE INDIGNANT 
OVER ACTION ON LOAN. 


Government’s Offer Said to Have Been 
Insufficient to Warrant Them Tak- 
ing It—Assurances as to Guarantees 
Too Vague—Whole Amount Likely 
to Be Taken in United States, Where 

- Information as to Platt Amendment

HAVANA, July 9.—The action of Havana 
bankers in declining: to offer to take up the 

t loan of 84. 000,000 is 
proposed governmen 
much commented upon. The Diario de la 
Marina says that the guarantees offered. by 
the government were insufficient. It talked 
of offering as security a percentage on the 
increased receipts to be collected on certain 
articles, the duties on which were to de 
raised. These would probably have been ar- 
ticles of luxury, customs receipts from which 
will probably decline, together with other 
customs receipts, owing to the cloudy eco- 
nomic outlook. . 

Moreover, the second article of the Piatt 
law seems to imply that only the surplus 
from ordinary sources of income may be de- 
voted to the paymient of debts incurred by 
the state, and when there is,no surplus cred- 
itors of the state cannot make claims for 
payment. Furthermore, even if congress 
and the Supreme court of Cuba declared the 
pledging of the customs receipts legal the 
United States would have a say in the mat- 
ter. It is said that American capitalists 
will furnish the meney. These may be on 
the inside as regards the interpretation of 
the Platt law. 

The Discusion says that some bankers, in- 
fluenced by passion, wished the government 
to fail in its attempt to raise a loan, hoping 
this would discredit the stability of the re- 
public. Others had plenty of confidence. It 
adds that the loan will be made. 

The house of.representatives has voted to 
grant the request of the American employés 
of the 1 office who remained here 
to audit the military accounts for a month’s 
leave of absence with pay. 


DISCOVERS A NEW. ELEMENT. 


Professor in Berlin University Claims 
to Have Separated Uhheard Of Metal 
from Radio Active Bismuth. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, July 9.—Prof. Marckwald of the 
Berlin university announced at the last meet- 
ing of the Physical society that he had dis- 
covered a new element. . 

The element is called radion. It is active 
and of extraordinary energy. Prof. Marck- 
wald has separated it from radio active 
bismuth, so-called polonium found in urani- 
um ore. It consists, as Prof. Marckwald 
discovered, substantially of ordinary bis- 
muth and of a new metal in the proportion 
of a thousand to one. 

The new metal can be separated by the 
electrolytic process. The rays it emits are 
something like those of the metal radium, 
but differ in being almost completely ab- 
sorbed by paper as well as by glass. 

Prof. Marckwald has proved that a porce- 
lain tube heavily charged with electricity 
by rubbing, immediately lowers its charge 
when a morsel of this metal weighing hard- 
ly a milligram is brought within a dis- 
tance of one decimeter. 

A chemical analysis of the new metal is 
rendered difficult by the fact that one ton of 
ore contains hardly one gram of It. 


FIND JEWELS STOLEN AT YALE. 


Negro Sweeper Arrested by New Haven 
Police with $2,000 Worth of Arti- 
cles in His Possession. | 


New Haven, Conn., July 9.—A large num- 
ber of articles of jewelry, including rings, 
cart pins, and cigaret cases set with pre- 
cious stones, and valued at $2,000, have been 
found by the police as a result of the arrest 
for theft of Dorsey C. Suarzey, colored, who 
until recently was employed as a sweep in 
Vanderbilt hall, one of the Yale dormitories. 
Initials on many of the articles indicate that 
they are the property of Yale students, in- 
cluding Reginald C. Vanderbilt, John Gar- 
vin, and others. 


WOMEN CAR WIN 


PARTY FROM AUSTIN RIDE HOME 
. FROM CITY FOR ONE FARE. 


Result of a New Plan Devised by Peo- 
ple of the Western Suburbs to En- 
force the Transfer Rule—Conductor 
of Lake Street Car Makes Long Stop 
and Threatens Ejectment, bet All 
to No Purpose, and Finally Yields 
the Point. | | 


The Austin car baiters have devised a new 
plan to make the Consolidated and Union 
Traction companies carry them downtown 
for one fare. After a consultation it was 
decided that the conductors’ and motormen 
would not put off women and small children, 
and volunteers were called for. 

The result was that yesterday afternoon 
a party of children and women, chaperoned 
by Mrs. F. Metz of 232 Waller avenue, Aus- 
tin, boarded the Kedzie avenue line at Jackson 
boulevard and transferred to the Lake street 
line. At the end of the line they demanded 
transfers, but were. refused. They then 
boarded a Lake street car which was going 
north on Forty-eighth avenue to Lake street. 
After they had ridden two blocks the con- 
ductor of the car, Frank Convis, asked for 
their fares.. No attention was given him. 
When he made a second demand they told 
him they had paid their fare once. 


Threaten to Put Them Of. 


The conductor then threatened to put them 
off the car if they did not pay. They did 
not reply, and he stopped the car at Forty- 
eighth avenue and Lake street. The loud 
talk soon attracted a large crowd around the 
car. The people jeered and hooted the mo- 
torman and conductor and encouraged the 
women not to pay. A fight was barely avoid- 
ed between the motorman and a saloon 
keeper, who not only strenuously upheld the 
women but even threatened to smash the 
first man that laid hands on them. 

As it was impossible for the conductor to 
drive the party from the car either by per- 
suasion or by threats, the car finally moved 
on after twenty minutes delay. 

Before he started the car the co 
said, as if for the last time: 

“Will you pay your fare or not?“ 

“I have. paid it,” replied Mrs. Metz, 


coolly. 

1 will put you off right now if you don't 
pay me immediately.“ 

Put me off,” replied Mrs. Meta. I would 
like to have you put me off. I have pald once 
before. That is all I intend to pay. You 
can keep the car here as long as you wish.” 
And Mrs. Metz laughed, and the crowd 
joined in. 


Conductor Quotes the Rules. 


According to the rules of the Chicago 
Consolidated Traction company it is my duty 
to put you off the car. If I don’t do it I 
shail lose my position.” 

“TIT am sorry, but I cannot pay you,” Mrs. 
Metz replied. 

After he started the car the conductor 
raised no more objection. The women con- 
tinued to their homes. 


GIANT GEYSER BECOMES ACTIVE 


Heavy Earthquakes on Isthmus of Te- 
' huantepec Start Huge Column of 
Water Spouting Into Air. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 9.—Near Caling 
Cruz, on the Pacific side of the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, a giant geyser has broken out 
as a result of heavy earthquages occurring 
in that section since April 18. 

The column of water, rising to a height 
of fifty feet, roars and hisses from among 
the rocks and 1s an object of great interest 
to passing vessels, being plainly vis!ble from 
the sea. It was seen by the passengers and 
crew of the steamer Newport, which has 
reached this port. 

The news is brought by the steamer that 
affairs in Guatemala are becoming normal 
again after the scare occasioned by the tre- 
mendous earthquakes.

LOSE THOUSANDS 
IN RACE CONCERN 
Many Dreams of Riches Shat- 
tered When the Fetzer 
Company Goes Broke. 


SMALL ‘TOWNS HIT HARD, 


Announcement Made That. Mud 
Marred “System,” but In- 
vestigation Is Begun. 


Hundreds of. people Living in Chicago and 
the smaller cities of INinols, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin, who had been drawing wonder- 
ful dividends from their investments in the 
Al Fetzer company, an alleged get-rich- 
quick concern which operated in horse- 
racing pools, received circulars yesterday 
morning announcing that the company had 
failed and their money was gone. Heavy 
rains were said to have broken the sure 
thing combination by which the company 
was to win fortunes from bookmakers on 
the racetracks. , 

The amounts lost by the credulous m- 
vestors in Fetzer’s rosy scheme, which, it- 
was declared, could not lose,“ reach inte 
the hundreds of thousands. The towns that 
suffered the worst were Hammond, I 
and Appleton, Wis. It was reported 
the people of the latter town had suffered 
to the extent of $50,000, and dozens of smail 
22 are believed to have fared almost as 

ly. 


Federal Investigation Is Started. 

Fetzer’s operations have been under 
surveillance of the postal authorities, b 
he managed his affairs so shrewdly that the 
government inspectors have been unable to, 
prove fraud up to the present time. Formal 
complaints have been lodged with the post- 
master at Hammond since the issuing of 
the final circular and an investigation hase 
been begun. 
. Fetzer conducted a large part of his busi- 
ness through the mails. He advertised ex- 
tensively in the newspapers, and found 
many who were willing to play the game.” 
Dividends of $56 a week for each $100 invested 
were promised and were paid punctually up 
to last week. Fetzer said he had a sys 
tem of playing the races that could not be 
beaten and the success of the early invest- 
orgs convinced the doubting ones that his 
system wae all right. The information of 
the snap spread rapidly and Fetzer’s busi- 
ness increased accordingly. No one thought 
that dividends of 260 per cent were improb- 
able when they read of the long shots that 
won races on the Chicago tracks. 


Rain Ruins Crop of Winners. 

Fetzer attributes the downfall of his busk 
ness to the rainy weather, and said he 
had been unsuccessful in picking mud 
ders. His system of betting, which wae te 
make every one rich by the end of the sum- 
mer, went to pleces with each succeeding 
thunder shower, and the circular contained 
the doleful information that t company 
had loet its own capital as well as the money 
intrusted to it.

On the part of the navy the details of th 
attack will be worked out by the general 
board, of which Admiral Dewey ts the presi- 
dent. In this way the commanding officer 
of both the army and the navy will be per- 
sonally interested. Thestrategy of the naval 
attack will be known to Admiral Dewey, who 
will communicate the necessary orders di- 
rectly to the captains of the ships interested.

SCHOOL CRITIC.| 


Kindergartens and College 


Father J. V. Poland. 


4180 DEPLORES “FADS.” 


Other Priests in Convention Here 
Slow to Comment on Speak- 
er’s Views. 


The kindergartens and other adjuncts of 
the nonsectarian schools were attacked yes- 
terday before the Association of Catholic 
Colleges by the Rev. John W. Poland, 8. J., 
of Bt. Xavier's college, Cincinnati, Father 
Poland was talking on the subject: “ Princi- 
ples of Pedagogy in Collegiate Work.“ 

Kindergartenism,” the speaker, Is 
beginning to infect the teachings of colleges 
and universities, It has a tendeficy to lower 
the mental and moral powers of children and 
unfit them for the future, and the reason for 
this is not merely because the kindergarten . 
is a day nursery under another name but be- 
cause children are trained to have their own 
way in everything and to have ali things 

easy for them. 

“Now, this kindergarten spirit is begin- 
to infect both the teaching and the disci- 
of colleges and universities. It is shown 

in the loose methods of mental training. 
The curse of modern education is the multi- 
plication of subjects and of painless methods. 
Thoroughness and hard work on the part of 
the pupil must be insisted on, no matter 
what schedule of studies we may adopt. 


Danounces So Called Fads. 

Concerning thé so called fade in education 
the speaker continued: 
“When will educational leaders learn that 
it is better to be right than to be original. 
better to propose something safd than some- 
thing startling? It is argued that unless we 
follow the system in vogue in all details 
many of our students will not be admitted 
into certain universities. What of it? 

“Tt io not to our credit that certain of our 
students after graduating fromjour prepara- 
tory schools should go to the eastern uni- 
wersities, like Yale and Harvard, to com- 
plete their studies, rather than to our Own in- 
Stitutions of higher learning like the univer- 
eities at Washington, Georgetown, and Notre 
Dame. We should stand forward boldly in 
defense of our methods of teaching.” 


College Athletics Criticised. 

College athletics, too, were criticised by 
the speaker. 

“The craze for athletics which possesses 
our colleges,” continued Father Poland, ** ie 
the result of the play spirit which is fostered 
by modern systems. The short school hours 
and other things of this kind lead to this re- 
sult, and the point is lost sight of that the 
chief object a college course is learning. 
Students under the prevailing system now 
take an inferior interest in this, 

„A boy goes to one college rather than 

her because of the prowess of its stu- 
nts in athletic contests. It is his ambition 
to be one of their number. How often at 
an alumini banquet is intellectual supremacy 
in college life praised? How often, on the 
other hand, is reference made to the latest 
2 of colleges’ teams or individual ath- 
etes 
1 “Some graduates say in defense of this sit- 
uation that athletics boom a college. But an 
athletic boom benefits mainly those who are 
naturally the strongest and hence have least 
need of systematic exercise. The others sit 
on the benches and watch the games. The 
general health of the college is not improved 
andits general intellectual condition is great- 
ly injured.” 
Others Slow to Comment. 

Father’ Poland’s paper was read before the 
fourth annual conference of Catholic college 
representatives, held at the Palmer house.

DEATH OF EX-JUDGE MARVIN. 


Jutsice Who Kept Open a Union Court

HEAT FATALITIES IN EAST. 


Eleven Deaths in Pittsburg and seven

Pitteburg, Pa., July 9.—The mercury is 
still hovering in the nineties, but thunder 
storms and cooler weather are predicted for 
Thursday.

Failure of Previous Attempts. 
History tells why the Civic federation of 


222 has decided to call a caucus to 
coalesce into one the various schemes for 
gaining a new charter for Chicago. In each 
of the last three assemblies efforts have been 
made to win constitutional relief for the 
city, but all have failed because those behind 
them haye got been working together. 


Since the constitution provides that amend- 


ments to but one article may be proposed by 
the same legislature, whenever a particular 
amendment has a strong backing it has the 
field to beat. Sponsors of all the other amend- 
ments combine together against it. 


In 1897 several amendments for Chicago's 


benefit were proposed, fathered by various 
organizations. Each organization would in- 
troduce the bill to a few members of the 
judiciary committee, and then go home, after 
which the bill would die in the committee 
room. Nothing was done in 1897. 


In 1899, Speaker Sherman first began his 


agitation for a constitutional convention. He 
got practically no support; however, in his 
plan. At least seven amendments were in- 
troduced at that session, and many more 
were tentatively advanced. Amendments for 
relief dealt variously with the justice shop 
evil, with revenue reform, with township 
abolition, with consolidation of the taxing 
bodies. Each of these measures received the 
support of a certain section of Chicago, but 
no one of them combined all the city’s sup- 
port, and nothing was done in 1899. 


In 1901 a number of amendments of similar 


character were again brought up and cast 
down for the same reason. Mr. Sherman 
agitated anew for a convention. The house 
went into committee of the whole and talked 
itself empty on the proposition. But Chicago 
was not solid for a convention, and on the 
vote the bill received only 37 out of a possible 
101. So nothing was done in 1001.

SCIENCE KILLS ANOTHER FABLE 


Mysterious Carved Rocks, Dr. Dorsey 
Says, Are Merely Result of Hopi 
Indian Boys’ Play. 


Fantastic inscriptions on the rocks out- 
side the Hopi Indian villages, which have 
been regarded by students and tourists as 
mystic inscriptions, are only meaningless 
scratches made by Indian boys, according to 
Dr. George E. Dorsey of the Field Columbian 
museum. Ina summer course lecture at the 
University of Chicago yesterday Dr. Dorsey 
dealt a blow to the credulity of travelers who 
have considered the marks bore a deep 
legendary meaning. 

The oddly carved rocks around the Hopi 
Indian villages were supposed for years to 
be mysterious inscriptions, the meaning of 
which was closely guarded by the tribe,” 
said Dr. Dorsey. It has since been found 


that mischievous boys made the so called 


inscriptions without purpose or reason. 
“The Hopi Indian women cut the hair 
of the men in the shape of a rain cloud sym- 
bol to propitiate the rain god, on whom the 
tribe feel dependent for the yearly supply of 
moisture. The hair of the unmarried women 
is braided to represent a squash, largely for 
the same reason. The Hop! Indian women 
paint the inside of bowls, using their tongues 


as a brush, as do the Japanese and Chinese 
in some instances.” f

For many years the great city of Chi- 
cago has been constricted and cramped by 
the ironclad provisions of an outgrown ehar- 
ter. Efforts have been made at various 
times, in various ways, and by various per- 
sons to persuade the legislature to do what 
must be done to secure fer the city a grant 
of powers more nearly proportioned to its 
present day needs. But all efforts have been 
abortive because they were not well direct- 
ed. There was no concentration of effort. 
Individual reformers, proud of their handi- 
work, would not compromise with one an- 
other. Bach of them wanted the entire 
glory of bringing about the great change. 
They were each of them for all or none, 
They got none. 

Experience is a hard teacher, but her 
lessois once learned are never forgotten. 
The public and publie spirited organizatious 
of Chicago have at last come to understand 
that they must pull together. The Civic 
federationgof Chicago, in spite of the fact 
that it is working on a new reform project 
which it thoroughly believes in, has an- 
nounced its determination to call a caucus 
of all interested in reform and to bind itself 
in advance to abide by the decision of that 
catiéus.

PERMANENCY AND EFFICIENCY. 
The secretary of the treasury is quoted as 
saying that a public servant begins to dete- 
riorate after he has been four or five years 
in the employ of the government. It is not 
credible that he was quoted correctly. He 
may have said that some public servants 
cease to be valuable after that time; or that 
a man should be discharged when the qual 
ity of his work falls off. It is conceivable 
that some officials should become lazy, care- 
less, or fossilized after five years in office, 
but this would hot be because of the term of 
their service but because it was their nature 
so to do. The secretary's statement, as 
quoted in the press, includes the assistant 
secretaries, for whose resignations Mr. 
Shaw is said to have asked; the bureau 
chiefs, who conduct the real business of the 
departments; and the subordinate officials, 
who are protected by the civil service law. 
The only construction that can be put on 
Mr. Shaw’s remarks as they have been re- 
ported is that he fa vors a return to the spoils 
system—which cannot be the case. 
All who are familiar with the workings of 


know that even during the days when the 
spoils system had reached its height the cab- 
inet officers of the successive administra- 
tions were compelled to retain a number of 
the old employés who were conversant with 


tary or naval procedure, and diplomatic 
usage, There is no reason why the govern- 
ment should be less well served by old serv- 
ants than private corporations are. It is 
partly a question of the administration of 
the civil service rules.

The great strength of the British civil 
service has been the permanent tenure of 
office by the subordinate officials. There 
are some examples of long and honorable 
service in the United States, like that of 
Assistant Secretary Adee of the state de- 
partment and Assistant Secretary Ailles of 
Mr. Shaw's own department, who has 
worked his way up from the position of 
messenger. The spoils system has gone for- 
ever. The people have learned that the best 
service is given by public servants trained 
by long employment in the government 
offices, and Mr. Shaw is doubtless of the 
same opinion, There is nothing, in his ad- 
ministration of the treasury department to 
lead one to think otherwise. If two agsist- 
ant secretaries are leaving because they 
have served the government too long, why 
does he retain the third, who is the senior 
of both of them on the rolls of the depart- 
ment?

Shall the bible be read in the public 
schools? This is the question to which Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of Colum- 
bia university, devoted a latge part of the 
address which he delivered before the Na- 
tional Bducational association. The answer 
Dr. Butler gave the question Was strongly 
in the affirmative. His reason had no con- 
nection with religion. It was based on al- 
together different ground. He regarded an 
acquaintance with the bible as absolutely 
indispensable to a proper understanding of 
English literature. In this he is no doubt 
right. He is also right in thinking that 
for a great many Americans the bible has 
come to be a book in which characters like 
Noah and Jonah are indistinctly supposed 


to play somewhat ridiculous parts. Nat 


long ago a professor in one of the eastern 
colleges gave his pupils twenty or thirty 
passages from English poets and asked 
them to explain the biblical allusions. The 
outcome was disquieting and humiliating. 
Mauy passages were unintelligible to every 
member of the class. Most were understood 
only by afew. Things like— 
Peor and Baalim 


Forsake their temples dim 
With that twice battered god of Palestine. 


were so obscure as to have no meaning at 
all. Such a state of things cannot be regarded 
with composure. It is unfortunate in the 
extretie that so many young men are grow- 
ing up without that knowledge of the bible 
which every one must have if he means 
to be capable of the greatest of ali pleasures, 
an appreciation of the literature of his own 
people. Especially is it unfortunate when, 
because of the decline of the study of the 
ancient languages as literature — not as 
philology—the strong classical tinge of our 
own literature ceases to be discerned by its 
readers. An ignorance of the classics added 
to an ignorance of the bible will often mean 
that the unfortunate person in whom these 
ignorances are combined will have to feed 
his soul on. historical novela and comic 
operas of the kind now popular. He will 
find himself estranged from much of the 
best in English literary history. Not only 
the allusions—which make comparatively 


bias of many Euglish authors will become 
to him most difficult and even impossible 
of comprehension. The pity of surrendering, 
sO much good literature to disuse and ob- 
livion is obvious to every one who reflects 
upon it. If English literature is worth 
what most persons of cultivation suppose it 
to be worth, there should be an effort made 
to preserve its bases. | 

All this does not imply, however, that 
the right way of bringing the bible back 
to its own is to have it read in publie schools. 
Persons who look on the bible as revelation 
cannot teach it simply as literature, Their 
belief would be reflected in their methods. 
They would be able to teach the Vedas, 
the Zend Avesta, or Hesied’s Theogony 
without departing from the paths of just 
curiosity and criticism. They would not 
be able to teach the bible im the same way. 
Besides, many taxpayers would feel so 
keen an interest in the system of teaching 
employed that their suggestions, remon- 
strances, and general interference and par- 
tisanship would become intolerable. These 
considerations are sufficient in themselves 
te make Dr. Butler’s plan seem chimerical. 
The home and the Sunday school will have 
to do what the public school, as at present 
organized, is incapable of doing. Thorough 
acquaintance with the bible is desirable. 
It should be fostered. The person who will 
have to foster it, though, is not the teacher 
but the parent. The parent is the person 
whom Dr. Butler should try to convert.

SAVING THE GREEN TREE TAVERN. 

No great city can begin too early to ac 
cumulate and preserve the relics and evi- 
dences of its first efforts to establish itself in 
the world. There will come a day when those 
relics and evidences will be precious to the 
citizen and admirable to the stranger. Such 


which the West Park board of Chicago, at 
the suggestion of certain members of the 
Chicago Historical society, has undertaken 
to move to Garfield park from its present 
situation in Milwaukee avenue. Judged by 
Chicago standards, the Green Tree tavern 
has a histoty. It was built before the city 
of Chicago was incorporated. It is now one 
of the oldest if not absolutely the oldest 
building within the city limits. Its age 
needs care. Once a hostelry of importance 
and prestige, it has begun to find it diffieult 
to compete with the Auditorium. There has 
been danger for some time that it might be 
torn down and its antiquarian reminiscences 
scattered to the winds. This untoward fate 
is now averted. The old ruin will be set up 
in the park and its architecture and history 
will entertain the Chicagoans of the future. 

All this, however, is dependent upon an 
“it.” The delightful prospect which has 
been ouflined will be possible only if the 
Green Tree tavern receives better treatment 
on the west side than the Spanish caravels 
ones received on the south. It will be re- 
membered that for many months the only 
attention the caravels had was that people 
refrained from chopping them up for fire- 
wood. They lay exposed to wind, rain, and 
snow till their survival in any usable condi- 
tion seemed impossible. If the Green Tree 
tavern has a similar experience the people 
of Chicago will have reason to feel cha- 
grined.

MOBILITY OF AGRICULTURAL LABOR. 
The newspaper dispatches contain re- 
ports of the wholesale kidnaping of con- 
tract laborers by Kansas farmers. Not 
long ago it was reported that in one county, 
although the laborers in th\ Wheat fields 
were paid $1.50 a day, the farmers’ wives 
stood over them with shotguns to make 
sure they did not escape while the farmers 
were busied with the reapers. In the one 
month of July the entire Kansas wheat 
crop must be ent. Improved agricultural 
machinery has enabled the farmer to plant 
his crops, to care for his stock, and feed 
his family with the assistance of one man 
or his children, but when the time for harvest 
comes laborers must be imported in thou- 
sands. The farmers cannot afford to keep 
all the year round the men who are needed 
only during the brief harvest season. 
Under the old conditions when the farm 
hand lived an the soil he tilled the great 
prairie states would be scarcely inhabited. 
The modern mobility of labor alone makes 
possible the developitient of the wheat 
country, where following the seasons the 
army of laborers moves up and down the 
Mississippi valley in search of work. 
Farming itself is conforming more and 
more to the principles of modern industry 
and farmers to the habits of other workers. 
It is no uncommon sight to see the plow- 
boy going to the field on his bicycle, and 
in the middle Mississippi valley a farm 
hands’ union is forming, with a scale of 
wages and hours of work. The steam plow, 
the reaper, and the modern thrashing ma- 
chine have destroyed much which was pic- 
turesque in agriculture. No langer does the 
harvest to the sickle yield.” Death alone 
nowadays wields a scythe.

The cluster of blossoms which is the sub- 
ject of the nature study given with Tus 
TRIBUND today belongs to a plant rare 
seen outside of old fashiened gardens, 
ie better known as eroWn imperial (Fritil- 
laria imperialis, or peétilium imperiale], was 
brought from Persia to Constantinople in the 
sixteenth century and thence introduced, 
through the imperial gardens at Vienna, into 
Western Europe, Where it soon became a 
constant inmate of the Khérbacéous border. 
It is a stately herb growing from thfeé 10 
four feet high, and is thickly beset 
Along the middle with lande shaped, bright 
green leaves. These are placed more or less 
in Whorls. There is @ terminal crown, or 
tuft of leaves, under which the flowers hang 
in a sort of umbel. The blossoms are large 
and of a crimson purple color, tesselated 
with dark markings. There is a round, 
pearly gland on the base of each division 
of the bell shaped perianth, which looks 
like a drop of nectar. The pod is six angled 
and the bulb is poisonous. 

This plant is sometimes used in modern 
old fashioned gardens, but is not a favorite

One species, a native of Great Britain, is 
the common fritillaria (Fritillaria meleagris), 
also called snake’s head, chequer flower, 
and guinea hen flower. It is found in watery 
meadows and pastures in the southeastern 
part of England, and flowers in April and 
May. This plant and the emperer's crown 
are the most popular members of the fami- 
ly. They are the harétest, the easiest to dul- 
tivate, and the most varied. The pearly 
drops of nectar which seem ever to fall from 
the emperor's croWh are 4 constaht source 
of amazement to children, who love to watch 
them im the spring of the year. 

The culture of the fritillarias is com- 
plicated. They may be used in rockeriés, 
pots, and borders, The emperor's efown 
being exceptionally vigorous, requires deep 
planting, a rich soll, and plenty of room. 
The earth should be trenched. Plage the 
bulbs six inches below the surface of the 
ground, after selecting a sheltered site.

Talking of the late King George, I notice 
that the kindly old monarch was subjected 
to the usual cutting up process which is to 
many people one of the most displeasing 
practices that have survived from medieval 
times. In the funeral procession from the 
railroad station at Dresden to the church 
where the entombment took place the hearse 
comtaining the coffin was preceeded by 


three of the late king’s chamberlains 
in full whiform, each bearing a 81 
ver urn. In the one was contained the 


heart of the king, in another his entrails, and 
in the third his brain, each preserved in 


spirits of wine and carefully as well as her- 


metically sealed. 

These Urns are preserved in niches in the 
chancel of the court chureh and constitute 
the complement of many scores of similar 
urné in Which are preserved royal hearts, 
royal entrails, and royal brains. That they 
should be removed from the body, separated 
therefrom, and pregerved apart is bad enough 
in all cOnatiehee. But it is simply barbarous 
to draw public attention to this species of 
dismemberment of the remains of illustrious 
dedd by solemnly parading these urns 
through the city. 

At Vienna both the late Empress Eliza 
beth and the brother of the emperor, the 
late Archduke Charles Louis, left explicit 
directions forbidding any such cutting up of 
their bodies, But the custom is still adhered 
to in many other continental countries, and 
I remember witnessing the solemn tranefer 
with much state of the urn containing the 
heart of the mother of the present king of 
Bavaria from Munich to the monastery at 
Neu-Otting some months after her death 
and after the entombment of her body. She 
was a woman who had suffered cruelly—a 
„ mater dolorosa if ever there was one, 
having Uved to Witness the tragic death of 
one son and the affliction of the other by 
Inourable insanity. And when we gazed 


upon that urn which was being borne with | 


so much ecclesiastical, military, and courtly 
pomp to Neu-Otting we could not help think- 
ing of the cruel sufferings undergone during 
many years by that royal heart which we 
knew to be floating about in that silver vase 
full of spirits of wine. 


The new German army Ust has just been 
published, and among its features is the 
appearance of the young 16 year old king of 
Spain as éolonel in chief of infantry, regi- 
ment No. 66. It seems that he was invested 
with this honor by the kaiser on the ocda- 
sion of his coming of age last March, and 
it serves to call to mind the extraordinary 
treatment to which the father of this young 
king was subjected by the Parisian populace 
for having accepted from the late Emperor 
William the colonelcy of a Lancer, or Uhlan, 


regiment. 

The corps in question happened to be sta- 
tioned in Alsace and the late King Alfonso 
had been a guest of the late Emperor Wiil- 


lam during the grand maneuvers of the Ger- 


man army in the reichsland. The French 
were indignant enough that the king should 
have attended any such maneuvers in the 

rovinces that had been wrested from them 

y Germany in the war of 1870. But that he 
should have accepted the colonelcy of a regi- 
ment of that partieular branch of German 
cavalry which had won for itself the special 
exedration of the French during the conflict 
was more than they could bear, and the con- 
sequence was that when on arriving from 
Strasburg he Grove through the streets of 
Paris to the Spanish embassy on the left 
bank of the Seine he was not welcomed with 
cheers, but hooted in the most disgracefu! 
manner and even pelted with stones and 
mud, 

Indeed, it was owing to the treatment to 
which he was subjected, and which caused 
him to leave Paris on the following day, that 
the French capital was boycotted for so 
many years afterwards by crowned heads 
and royal personages who did not relish the 
idea of being possibly made to in such a 
fashion for courtesies recei at the hands

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[AMONG THE NEW BOOKS 


HISTORY OF OUR LITERATURE. 
Profs. Moody and Lovett of the Univer- 
sity Have Prepared One. : 


Vaughn Moody afd Robert Morés Loveft, 
being actively engaged in teaching Hnglish 
literature, should be in a position to knew 
in just what points the other histories of 
English literature Wanting and to make 
their volume free from such shortcomings. 
In a brief preface they show themselves 
aware of the dangera before them and state 
clearly just what their aim has been. “ An 


tory of English literature from the earliest 
times to our own day in a historical seheme 
simple enough to be apprehended by you 
students, yet accurate and substan 
enough to serve as a permanent basis for 
study, however far the subject is pursued: 
The fact has been held constantly in 
mind that literature, being the vital and 
fluid thing it is, must be taught, if at all, 
more by sti , and by stimulation of. 
the own instinetive mental lite 
than by dogmatic assertion. The his- 
torian of English literature deals with the 
most fascinating of stories, the story of the 
imaginative career of a gifted race; he is in 
duty bound not to cheapen or dull his theme, 
but, so far as in him lies, te give those whom 
he addresses a realizing sense of the 

tude of our common heritage in letters To 
do this he must work in the literary spirit 
and with freedom of appeal to all the latent 
capabilities of his reader's mind.“ 

It would seem as if the authors had suc- 
ceeded reasonably Well in their undertaking. 
The early chapters, dealing with the Anglo- 
Saxon and Norman-French periods, and the 
age of Chaucer; while not pretending to be 
exhaustive, are so suggestive and stimulat- 
ing that the reader would be likely to follow 
up for his own amusement the paths indi- 
cated toward further detail. Three chapters 
on the renaissance, including Shakspeare, 
and three on the seventeenth century, com- 
prise the first half of the book. The last half 
takes up the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, considering them much more in 
detail than the earlier 

The book is exceedingly well written, is 
interesting to the general reader, and of 
great value to the student. A reading guide, 
amounting to a good working bibliography, 
ahd compiled with great care, isudded to the 
book, and the volume is Well indexed.

SHRINKAGE OF NEARLY $15,000,- 
000 ON FLOTATION VALUES. 


Preferred Shares at 58 Would Repre- 
dent a Value of $21,853,000 for the 
Plaats, Against Which $41,232,000 
Has Been Iseued — More Currency 
Engaged for Shipment from New 
York—Practically All New Loans at 
the Old Banks Made at 8 Per Cent. 


Preferred stock of the American Can com- 

pany is beginning to look cheap. It closed 
yesterday at 53, being 47 points below par 
and 22 points below the average price at 
. which it sold when the company was floated. 
The present market prices represent a 
shrinkage of nearly $15,000,000, compared 
with the price at which the stock was floated. 

Dismissing the common stock entirely and 
considering the’ preferred alone as having 
represented the cost of the plants, the price 
of 53 is equivalent to a valuation of $21,853, - 
659 for the entire property. A good many 
La Salle street people think the company 
should be worth at least that. These figures 
stand against 641,238, 300 of preferred stock 
and a like amount of common which has been 
issued thus far in payment for plants and in 
adding to working capital. Evidently the 
water in the can company’s capitalization 
is well drained off by current quotations, 

There is another consideration. It is that

When the Louisville and 
Nashville offered 160 for the road the offer 
was refused,tand President Porter declared 
the road could not be secured for less than 
200, and possibly not for that. 

Since the deal fell through there has been

New York, July 9.—[Special.}—A confer- 
ence of representatives of western rallroads 
interested in the Terminal railroad associa- 
tion of St. Louis was held in this city today 
in the general office of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad company in Wall street. The 
Rock Island road, although not yet formally 
elected a member of this association, has 
been admitted by common consent, and it 
was represented by President W. B. Leeds 
and Second Vice President Robert Mather.
